YOUNG SCIENCE STUDENTS AT REDEEMER 


Christian elementary and secondary school students displayed 


their projects at the Christian School Science Fair, hosted by _ 


Redeemer College on April 6 and 7, 1995. There were 93 
projects and even more registrants who participated in this 
endeavour. They were provided with an opportunity toe dem- 
onstrate new experimental approaches to research problems, 
construction of some new piece of technology, and so much 
more. They were also evaluated on the Christian perspective 
displayed by the projectand by the student in anaccompanying 
interview. 

Coming from Christian schools in Ontario, participants are 
grouped in three levels: grades 7-8, 9-10, and 11-OAC. A project 
can be an experiment, study or innovation, in the areas of 
biology, physical science or technology.

the significance of a painting or sculpture would magically 
become clear. I used to drift down the hallways of art galleries, 
staring at each piece for a respectful interval and trying to appear 
cultured, but I found much of what I saw utterly mystifying, and 
Iwould agonize over the question Whatis the artist trying to tell 
me? Asan English student, I was familiar with searching for 
themes in stories and novels; literary symbolism uses one object 
to stand for another, so I assumed that visual art worked the 
same way—like hieroglyphics. 

Gerald Vaandering’s pieces struck me first: large blurry 


photographs of men in business suits with briefcases are super- 
imposed on orange wax cave drawings of primitive male hunt- 
ers. My first thought on seeing them was: Oh yes, juxtaposition 
of ancient and modern warriors; the artist is trying to point out 
the similarities between today s working man and the hunters of 
the past. Thus, having successfully read the paintings, 1 was 
willing to leave it at that. 

But the more I saw these simple images, the more I found in 
them to see. For me to limit the significance of Gerald 
Vaandering's art to some message was unfair. The artist was 
also exploring the difference between his two media (wax and 
photography}—one very old, the other relatively recent, one 
simple, the other requiring 20th century technology, one with 
texture and substance, the other flat. As I continued to look, I 
began to delight in the beauty of the wax, the unruly way it 
streaked and spattered, and how the artist had coaxed it into the 
shape it took. There is beauty in these images, and communica- 


tion beyond meaning. 

Renee Vander Stelt's small egg tempera paintings framed in 
hand-carved wood presented another challenge, especially since 
they don't always depict recognizable objects. What I remem- 
ber about these pieces is the care that the artist seems to have 
invested in them, each painting so small and delicate that it 
must have been lovingly fussed over. I received from Vander 
Stelt's work nota message in words, but a sense of comfortin the 
milky pastels and soft forms of her paintings. 

Wilhelmina Kennedy's acrylic paintings depict the arches 

and columns of church architecture with the trees and rivers of 
creation. | was intrigued by the way Kennedy 
gives the works depth, Since acrylic is fairly flat 
paint, the artist uses what looks like creased paper 
underneath the paint in places to add texture. 
Also, she includes objects at several different 
depths-- some close, some far away to add per- 
spective to the whole. This suggested to me an 
exploration of the ways God reveals Himself to us 
through the world He has created, and through the 
Scriptures and our faith, as represented by the 
sacred buildings in the paintings. But this explora- 
tion did not necessarily lead me as a viewer to a 
definable conclusion; it asked me instead to play 
with a set of symbols, ideas, textures, colours, and 
images, and to weigh them against the way | see 
the universe. 
The question "What does this art mean?" is not a 
bad one to ask, but I was looking for the wrong 
kinds of answers. | wanted a moral, an opinion, a 
clear statement on some aspect of life like "Money 
won't buy happiness.” But because it isa medium 
of images, not of words, art lends itself to different 
kinds of meanings and different ways of meaning. 

[believe that art in all its forms is meant to communicate, not 
just to an elite group of scholars who have a background in art 
history and criticism, but to everyone who seeks to understand 
and appreciate it. Different people will encounter different 
levels of communication depending on their background and 
experience. But by understanding how visual art conveys its 
own unique message, we may lose that sense of confusion and 
frustration when we can't understand what art means. 

So I did crack the code ina way. Once I stopped looking for 
a certain type of message from visual art, and allowed it to 
communicate to me in ways that are sometimes beyond words, 
I was able to see much more in the galleries and exhibitions.
